“THE SHOW THAT NEVER ENDS” 


Just one more piece of masking tape on Mikey's wall and the 
poster is secure. We stand back to see if the darn thing is straight 
and by some miracle it is. Hanging there in the foyer its message 
“Welcome back my friends to the show that never ends” greets 
students from all over Alberta to another legendary debate tour- 
nament at Ross Sheppard. The hosting of the “Westerns” on 
November 20/87 marked the 27th, event - 26 touraments and one 
workshop - that the club has hosted since the fall of 1974, Besides 
the Westerns, the club has held one Provincial and several regional 
events, the Sir Winston Churchill debates three times, a full day of 
the Nationals’ in 1980 and 14 invitational debates. These latter 
tournaments became known as the “Interprovincitationals” - 
meaning an interprovincial invitational tournament - and have 
drawn debaters from as far away as Regina, Kamloops and Inuvik. 
The club has built a reputation among debaters from Alberta and 
across Canada for hosting first rate events. The school has always 
been very supportive financially, students and staff have always 
been willing to help and the Administration has always eased the 
way. As important, the community around the school and alumni 
debaters have consistently helped by judging debates. The club 
can probably call on more experienced judges than almost 
anywhere in Canada. What makes organizing a debate especially 
difficult is that more judges and student staff are needed than 
there are debaters. But the club members work hard and always 
come through with enough people. 


Along the way the club has set such topics for debate as: be it 
resolved that Canada enter into a free trade agreement with the 
U.S.A., Japanese Canadians be compensated for their losses in 
World War Il, a Palestinian homeland be established, Canada adopt 
a position of neutrality and many more. The line was drawn, 
however at debating the legalization of prostitution. 


The club also organized a 19 part series of competitive debate 
programmes on Capital Cable a few years ago which was quite an 
undertaking. 


Besides being known for hosting great tournaments, Ross Shep 
debaters are known as formidable opponents not only doing 
consistently well in competition in Alberta but at the Western and 
National level as well. Probably no other school in Canada has sent 
so many students to the Nationals over the years - people like Rob 
Hayward, Norman Ingram, Janet Dixon, Scott Jarron, Paula 
Simons, Esther Winestock, Don Padget, Gurmeet Singh, Marc 
Givens and George Viavianos. These and many other people have 
gone on to successful careers in medicine, law, universities, and 
interesting and creative pursuits in the world of work. Not only is 
debating a great confidence builder, it is a fun way to learn more 
about the world, you get to do a little travelling and meet a great 
number of interesting people. 


The first sponsors of the club were Mrs. Betty Seymour, who really 
established debate and speech at Ross Sheppard, and Miss Cec 
Shaw, a former English teacher. Many parents have also rendered 
valuable assistance and one, Gordon Hayward, did much of the 
coaching about 15 years ago. The club has also enjoyed its 
association with the Alberta Debate and Speech Association who 
organizes many debates and provides myriad services to schools 
and students across the province. In fact, no other province has 
such a well organized and professional association as Alberta. 


When | look back over those 27 events in my 15 years of sponsoring 
the club it is the good times and fine people | have met, both 
students and teachers, that | remember. For me, and probable most 
students, that has been the best part.
